BARTON DEPRECATES WAR

Fifth District Congressman Makes
Address in Honsc.

NATION GOES MILITARY MAD

Sccrclurr f Slnto Hns Pencct Plans,
While Nnvr nnd Wnr Depart-

ments Continually Over-
ride Thrni. "'

WASHINGTON, April eclaI Tel

egrams-Representa- tive Barton, who in-
troduced on Juno 2, 1913, a resolution for
tho election of a committee to provide
government armor plants for tho manu
facture ot armor plate, today addressed
tho house while the naval appropriation
bill was under discussion, reciting In the
course ot his rcmnrks the entire history
of armor plato manufacture from the be
ginning ot an armor plate factor' in the
Unltod Btates.

He showed how the Carnegie Steel com
pany had been benefited. He recited how
tho government was at tho mercy ot the
powder trust until It went into tho powder
manufacturing business for itself, and by
analogy wanted the government to go
into the manufacture of armor plate. He
deplored the war that seems to be upon
us and which looks as It we were going
Into Mexico to stay.

"We are military mod, each nation to
outdo the other," said he in speaking
about the amount ot money carried In tho
naval appropriation bill for battleships
and other Instrumentalities ot naval war-
fare. "And It this continues the only
result can be absorption ot tho nation'
wealth into machines of war that will
soon disintegrate, leaving a bankrupt
condition In tho various nations ot the
earth. '

Pence ana War.
"W& all agree that In work Is strength,

but today in the same building at tho end
ot Pennsylvania avenue are three ot the
great departments of this government-Sta- te,

War and Navy. At one end of
this building sits the secretary of stato
with his pcaco plans trying tv tiring a
world Into a peace pact which would
stop this great outpouring of the world's
funds into unprofitable channels, and yet
at tho other end of tho building are tho
two great Departments of Var nnd Navy
both demanding ot congress many mil-
lions for the construction of machinery
of war that wo hope and pray will' never
havo to ba turned upon an enemy."

Nonnis ANSWERS IIITCHCOCIC

Denies Lodge Resolution Criticism
of Wilson roller.

WASHINGTON, April Tel-

egram.) Senator Hitchcock took the floor
tonight to champion the original resolu-
tion justifying the president in using tho
armed forces of the United Btates In
Mexico. Senator Hitchcock was cross-question- ed

Senator
Norrls, who endeavored to bring out that
no other demand had been made by tho
United Btates for reparation for injuries
at the hands ot Mexico than that caused
by General Huerta's refusal to tire a
salute.

Senator Hitchcock replied heatedly that
the present was not the time to dlscusa
diplomatic details. He maintained that
the Lodge substitute was merely a criti-
cism ot the president for his policy
towards Mexico.

Senator Norrls repudiated the assertions
that partisan gain was behind the advo-
cates ot the Lodge substitute resolution.

"It is a serious charge." he said, "that
I or any one ot us on this side seek to
secure party advantage out of the Mexi-
can question. It will take but one mo-

ment ot thought for a man to realize that
any party advantage which can be gained
here on this occasion must be gained on
the other side of the proposition.

"I know I am taking the unpopular side
in supporting the substitute, but I am
Impressed with the belief that I am right
and that the years to come will show it

No Party Question,
There is no party question here to-

night, on this great one question party
feelings have no control or influence
whatever upon me. It never occured to
me that a man supporting this substitute
could ba subject to the accusation that
he was trying to criticise the president
In supporting the substitute I supposed
I was giving him greater power and
discretion than the resolution reported by
the foreign relations comnVitee," ,
